Tae R.C.V.S. anp UNIVERSITY. 


The application of Melbourne University for the 
registration of its graduates as ‘ Colonial Practi- 
tioners”” by the R.C.V.S. is a matter of sufficient 
importance to merit careful attention, especially at 
the present juncture. Their statement of claim for 
recognition is put forward by the Dean of the 
Faculty of Veterinary Science, Professor Harold 
Woodruff, some time Professor at the Camden 
Town College, and will be found, reprinted in full, 
in the following pages. 

Either a colonial or foreign graduate, when 
registered as such by the R.C.V.S., becomes “to all 
intents " a member of our own College. The law 
regarding registration is very much the same for 
both colonial and foreign graduates, and it may be 
briefly stated to be that the Council must “recognise” 
any colonial or foreign diploma which affords a 
sufficient guaranty of the requisite skill and know- 
ledge, and register its holder. 

Unquestionably, no diploma should be recognised 
unless it guarantees skill and knowledge equal to 
that required from the M.R.C.V.S. Probably, after 
the war, we shall draw nearer to our Allies, and 
certainly much nearer to our Colonies and Domin- 
ions; and applications for recognitions may thus 
become more frequent. 

To-day the case of Melbourne University only is 
under consideration by a Committee of the Council, 
and its main points may be reviewed. 

Five years ago, our Council refused to recognise 
the Melbourne Degree on account of the Univer- 
sity’s examination system. The University now 
points out that the recent alterations in our exam- 
inations bring our own system much nearer to 
their’s than it then was. If those alterations were 
to be permanent, this argument would have some 
force; though even then it would not be unanswer- 
able, for our system is still, and is legally required 
to be, very far removed from the Melbourne one. 
But, as the present conditions of examination are 
only temporary ones, reluctantly adopted for finan- 
cial reasons, it is difficult to allow them any argu- 
mentative weight in this question. 

The system of appointing examiners, important 
though it be, is not everything. Our own system 
of external examiners may be superior to the Mel- 
bourne one of wholly internal ones—we believe that 
it is—and the Council’s argument that the Mel- 
bourne system is forbidden by our Charter sounds 
very plausible. But tuition is more valuable than 
examination; and methods of working are more 
important than systems of appointment. The 
depth and thoroughness of the Melbourne Univer- 


inations, have much more bearing upon the value 
of its Degree than the constitution of its examining 
board. So far, the University seems to have given 
little information regarding these matters. The 
application contains a list of the University’s 
teaching staff, and another of the subjects of the 
four years curriculum: but we have no detailed 
syllabus of the subjects, no information whatever 
to aid us in estimating the teaching and examining 
standards of the University, and none regarding 
the facilities for clinical work. This does not 
justify the assumption of any inferiority on the 
part of Melbourne—possibly the University’s teach- 
ing and examining standards, and its clinical facil- 
ities may surpass any we have here. At present, 
our information on these matters is insufficient. 

On the other hand, we have some very strong 
evidence of the value of Melbourne University 
degrees. Our General Medical Council recognises 
Melbourne medical graduates, and the American 
Government admits Melbourne veterinary graduates 
into its service. These are very strong points in- 
deed ; and they alone should ensure the most care- 
ful consideration of the application. Melbourne 
University intimates its willingness to inform the 
Council regarding its teaching and examinations, 
and to consider any suggestions. If the University 
is held not yet to have justified its claim for recog- 
nition, that offer should be fully utilised before the 
final decision. 

The question throws a heavy responsibility upon 
our Council. It requires to be handled broadly and 
sympathetically. The M.R.C.V.S. is the profess- 
ional standard accepted throughout the Empire ; 
and we are bound to place no degree of lesser 
value on a par with it. But we are also bound, 
and may legally be compelled, to recognise every 
degree which does equal it. Probably no diploma- 
granting body will ever apply for recognition 
without some features differing from ours, at 
which we might cavil; but certainly some might 
apply whose degrees are as high or higher than 
ours. Each case requires to be dealt with on its 
whole merits, without undue insistence upon single 
points of difference. This much may be said of 
both foreign and colonial applications; something 
more ought to be said of colonial ones alone. 
Colonial graduates, debarred from so many im- 
portant veterinary positions in the Empire, have 
special professional reasons for desiring recognition ; 
but there are other reasons which should make us 
anxious to recognise them as soon as we justifiably 
can. The policy of Imperial unity, which English- 
men are now only beginning to learn, demands that 
we should treat all such applications from Colonial 


versity’s teaching, and the stringency of its exam- 


schools in no narrow or carping spirit. 
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ABSTRACTS FROM FOREIGN JOURNALS. 


“SURMENAGE” OR ILLNESS OF FATIGUE IN HorskEs. 


A. Sardone has published an article upon this 
subject (Archivia Scientifico della R. Soc. Naz. 
Veterinaria). He has not seen the illness des- 
cribed in any treatises upon veterinary pathology. 
Nevertheless he has been able to observe it on 
various occasions in horses subjected to excessive 
fatigue. 

The disease, in grave cases, becomes manifest at 
the time when the horse has left off working, or a 
little later. Fever, which is not absent in any 
case, is always high (from 103.1° to 104.9° F.) The 
eyes are half-closed and sleepy, the head is sunken, 
the mucous membranes are reddish, and anorexia 
is complete. Urination and defecation are sus- 
pended. The horse remains standing for two or 
three days in a characteristic position, with the 
four limbs brought under the body and the dorso- 
lumbar line arched; the nostrils are dilated, and 
the respiration is accelerated and panting. There 
is paralysis of the muscular fibres and nervous 
exhaustion, causing lack of co-ordination in the 
movements. In consequence, the animal remains 
standing, immobilised upon his four limbs, and is 
unable to progress. If forced to do so, he succeeds 
with difficulty after prolonged efforts; and it is 
necessary to desist from compelling him, on account 
of the danger of falling. 

In the cases in which the fatigue has been less 
prolonged, and even in the severe cases after the 
passage of the first two or three days, the lack of 
co-ordination in the movements is scarcely pro- 
nounced; but fever, prostration, anorexia, and 
accelerated respiration are present. In these more 
benign cases, as the exhaustion is less, recovery 
takes place earlier. 

The principal and essential cause of the disease 
is undoubtedly auto-intoxication by muscular ex- 
cretions which are formed in excess as a result of 
inordinate work. But even if this is the only 
determining cause, there may be other concurrent 
ones. The author thinks it certain that the ex- 
terior temperature, principally heat, exercises an 
influence as a concurrent cause which predisposes 
the organism to this affection. 

In the treatment of the disease, the two most 
essential conditions to be dealt with are the general 
auto-intoxication and the exhaustion of the mus- 
cular fibres. In addition, the fever and the pul- 
monary congestion must be combated when they 
are present; and, lastly, it is necessary to stimu- 
late the exhausted nervous system and sustain the 
animal's strength. 

With regard to the intoxication, pilocarpine and 
diuretics are of great service. The author, in such 


cases, always gives an injection of hydrochlorate of | ~ 


pilocarpine as soon as the disease appears. Three 
or four hours later he gives 15 grammes of potassium 
nitrate, which he repeats during the next two or 
three days, Later, he gives an injection of caffeine. 
The muscular exhaustion is combated with cold 
general baths; and clay poultices upon the croup, 


back, shoulders, and the four limbs, kept constantly 
bathed with the cold water, give good results. 
Bleeding is employed against the pulmonary con- 
gestion, and may be practised in all the cases. 
Febrifuges, especially antipyrin in hypodermic in- 
jection, are used to combat the fever. Wine, coffee, 
and injections of camphorated alcohol or of sulph- 
uric ether, counteract the nervous exhaustion ; and 
electuaries of gentian, powdered liquorice, and aloes 
in small doses, are used to arouse the appetite.—

APPLICATION ON BEHALF OF VETERINARY 
GRADUATES OF THE UNIVERSITY OF MEL- 
BOURNE TO BE ELIGIBLE TO BE REGISTERED 
AS ‘“‘COLONIAL PRACTITIONERS” IN THE 
REGISTER OF VETERINARY SURGEONS. 


As Dean of the Faculty of Veterinary Science of the 
University of Melbourne, I have the honour to make 
the following application to the Council of the Royal 
College of Veterinary Surgeons, London, namely :— 

That the Council recognise the Degree of Bachelor of 
Veterinary Science (B.V.Sc.) of the University of Mel- 
bourne as entitling its possessors to be eligible to be 
registered as “Colonial Practitioners” in the Register 
of Veterinary Surgeons in accordance with the pro- 
visions of Section 13 of the Veterinary Surgeons Act, 
1881, and Section 3 of the supplementary charter of the 
Royal College of Veterinary Surgeons, 1883. 

he serious disabilities under which Melbourne Veter- 
inary Graduates suffer because of their present ineligi- 
bilty to be registered in the Register of Veterinary 
Surgeons, are :— 

1. By the Veterinary Surgeons Act, 1881. Sec. 17. 

other than a person who for 
the time being is on the Register of Veterinary Surgeons 
.. . takes or uses the title of Veterinary Surgeon or 
Veterinary Practitioner, or any name, title, addition, or 
description, stating that he isa ey Surgeon or 
a Practitioner of Veterinary Surgery or of any Branch 
thereof . . . he shall be liable toa fine not exceeding 
Twenty pounds. 

(2) ... @ person other than as in this Section men- 
tioned shall not be entitled to recover in any Court any 
fee or charge for performing any veterinary operation 
. or for practising in any case veterinary surgery or 
any branch thereof.” 

2. By the Regulations for Admission to the 
Army Veterinary Corps.

3) “Candidates . . . must possess a diploma from 
as hoyal College of Veterinary Surgeons.” 

4. In making Veterinary appointments in the 
British Dependencies and Crown Colonies, the 
Colonial Office authorities are in practice bound 
by the same condition, viz., that every Candidate 
must be a member of the Royal College of 
Veterinary Surgeons. 

These above described conditions are in striking con- 
trast to those applicable to Graduates in Medicine 
(M.B., B.S.) of the University of Melbourne, who are, 
ipso facto, eligible for registration in the Medical Reg- 
ister of the United Kingdom (vide Appendix II.) 


That it is within the power of the Council of the 
Royal College of Veterinary Surgeons to register the 
holder of a recognised veterinary diploma granted to 
him in a British Possession, is shown from the follow- 
ing extract from the Veterinary Surgeons Act, 1881. 

Section 13, (1) “Where a person shows that he holds 
some recognised diploma granted to him in a British Pos- 
session he shall upon payment of the registration fee be 
entitled without examination in the United Kingdom 
to be registered as a Colonial Practitioner in the Reg- 
ister of Veterinary Surgeons and to become to all intents 
a member of the said Royal College.” 

(2) “For the purposes of this Section 4 Veterinary 
Diploma is any diploma, license, certificate, or other doc- 
ument granted by any University . . . in respect of 
veterinary surgery . . . anda British Possession is any 

rt of His Majesty's Dominions out of the United 

ingdom, and a recognised veterinary diploma is a 
veterinary diploma recognised for the time being by the 
Council of the Royal Council as furnishing a sufficient 
guaranty of the possession of the requisite knowledge 
and skill for the efficient practice of veterinary surgery, 
and as entitling the holder thereof to practice veterinary 
surgery in the British Possession .... wherein the 
diploma was granted.” 

(4) _ “If a person is refused registration as a ‘Colonial 
Practitioner” . . . the Council of the said Royal College 
shall if required by that person, state in writing the 
reason for that refusal, and if that reason be that the 
veterinary diploma held or obtained by him is not a 
recognised diploma that person may appeal to the Privy 
Council, and the Privy Council . . . may either dismiss 
the appeal or order that Council to recognise that 
veterinary diploma.” 


And by Section 3 of the Supplemental Charter of the 
Royal College of Veterinary Surgeons, 1883, “It shall 
be lawful for the Council of the said Royal College 
from time to time to grant (either after or without pre- 
vious examination) to any person entitled to be regis- 
tered as a Foreign and Colonial Practitioner under 
Section 13 of the Veterinary Surgeons Act, 1881, a 
Diploma of Membership, and to charge for the regis- 
tration of such person asa Colonial or Foreign Prac- 
titioner any sum not exceeding five guineas, and this 
shall be the only charge made for the registration of 
such persons as Colonial or Foreign Practitioners.” 


On the occasion of a previous application uest- 
ing recognition by the Council of the Degree of Bachelor 
of Veterinary Science (B.V.Sc.) the Council replied in a 
letter dated July 10th, 1911 (vede Appendix L.), refusing 
to grant the application mainly on account of the 
Council’s objections to the method of examination of 
veterinary students for the Degree granted by the 
University of Melbourne as a guaranty of competence. 
It is feared that the objections contained in the 
Council’s letter arose in a large part from a misunder- 
standing of the conditions relating to both the erm 


and examining of students in the University of Me 


bourne. I may therefore be pardoned for setting out at 
some little length the course followed by the University 
of Melbourne in the granting of the degree B.V.Sc. 


All candidates for the Degree of Bachelor of Veter- 
inary Science of the Melbourne University must have 
attended a four years course of lectures and demonstra- 
tions and laboratory work and have passed examinations 
therein. 

The First Year comprises :— 

Natural Philosophy, Part I.* (Veterinary Course). 
Zoology, Part I. do. 

Botany, Part I. do. 
Chemistry. 

* Part I. refers to Part I. of the Science Course for the 
Degree of B.Sc. 


The Second Year subjects are :— 
Physiology. Anatomy of the Domesticated Animals. 
Histology. Systematic Botany. Materia Medica and 
Pharmacy. 


The Third Year subjects are :— 

Part I. Pathology and Bacteriology. 
Veterinary Hygiene and Dietetics. Pharmacology. 
Therapeutics and Toxicology. 

Before completing the third year students must attend 
lectures and demonstrations in Stable Management and 
Manipulation of Domesticated Animals. Principles of 
Shoeing. Zootechny. 

The Fourth Year: Students must attend lectures, 
demonstrations, and laboratory work, and pass examin- 
ations in: Pathology, Bacteriology, and Meat Inspection. 
Veterinary Surgery. Veterinary Medicine and Ob- 
stetrics. State Veterinary Sanitary Science. Parasit- 
ology, Part II. 


Having complied with all these requirements and 

d the necessary examinations, candidates are ad- 

ee ® the degree of Bachelor of Veterinary Science 
(B.V.Sc.). 

The student must, before he can enter on such course 
at all, produce evidence that he has at the neces- 
sary examinations in Latin, English, Arithmetic, Algebra 
and Geometry, and in one of the following—Greek, 
French, or German, and has matriculated in the Uni- 
versity.

, n reference to the other objections in the Council’s 
etter :— 

1. The Council state that by their Charter of 1844, 
“the Professors the in several affiliated Colleges are de- 
barred from taking any part in the examination of their 
own students,” 

Undoubtedly educational ideals and examination 
methods have been profoundly altered since 1844, and it 
is now a common—in fact, almost universal—practice 
in the great Universities, for teachers to examine their 
own students. Moreover, for the higher examinations 
conducted by the Council, namely : The Fellowship and 
Diploma in Veterinary State Medicine, Professors in 
the Colleges are not debarred from examining but do, 
in fact, act as examiners. Furthermore, by a recent 
decision of the Council, Professors in the affiliated 
Colleges have been given power to read the examina- 
tion papers written by their own students (candidates 
for the Membership diploma) after such papers have 
been marked by the single examiner, and to make 
representations to the Council if they are of opinion 
that the marking is in any way unfair. This departure, 
therefore, admits the principle that the teacher’s opinion 
of the performance of his own students is of value 
to the Council seeking to make proper examination 
awards. 

2. The Council in their letter approve the system by 
which “two experts who are free from the interest or 
bias which is likely to have an influence when a teacher 
is asked to judge of the competence of his own stu- 
dents” act as éxaminers. That such bias, if it exists, 
could be exercised in favour of the student to the detri- 
ment of the University is perhaps best answered by the 
acknowledged high repute in which the degrees of this 
University are held uch bias (if any) could only be 
in the direction of guarding and enhancing the estab- 
lished a of the degrees conferred by the Uni- 
versity of Melbourne. 

Moreover, it may be pointed out that quite recently the 
Council themselves have made two departures from the 
proceedure approved by them in their letter, in that 
they (a) have reverted to the system of a single exam- 
iner in each subject, and (b) have allowed the right 
of the teacher to express an opinion on the marking of 
the written papers. 

3. The Council criticise the constitution of the Board 
which examine candidates for the Melbourne degree. 
They quote a letter from the Premier of Victoria, of 
March 11th, 1911, in which it is stated that the Exam- 
iners “are the whole body of Teachers sitting as a 
Board,” and object: “As there is only one Teacher for 
each subject, and the teacher in one subject cannot be 
regarded as competent to examine in any other (e.., the 
Professor of Chemistry to examine in Veterinary Path- 
ology), it follows that the sole judge of a candidate’s 
competence in any subject is the single Professor who 
has instructed him in that subject.” As has beea pre- 
viously shown, this is an error, and the full teaching 
and examining staff can be seen by reference to the 
University Calendar above referred to, where it will be 
found that in the majority of cases more than one 
teacher is appeinted—-and the severe course of study for 
the B.V.Sc. has been before adverted to. 

The statement referring to the “whole body of 
teachers sitting as a Board” obviously refers to the con- 


sultation or conference of examiners of any one year, 
e.g,, the First year (or Class A) Examiners, at the close 
of the examination. This differs from the system in 
vogue in the United Kingdom only in that it is a con- 


sultation of t2achers instead of external examiners, but 
they are teachers of cognate subjects, and not, as sug- 
gested in the Council’s letter, that the Professor of 
Chemistry has a part in the examination in Veterinary 
Pathology, which of course is not the fact. 

Thus, whilst it will always be the desire of those con- 
nected with the Veterinary School of the University of 
Melbourne to keep the Council informed of all matters 
connected with the curriculum and the methods of ex- 
amining students, and to be open to suggestions by the 
Council, the reputation and world status of the degrees 
of the University of Melbourne in Arts, Science, and 
Medicine afferd the best guarantee that the degrees 
in Veterinary Science granted in accerdance with Uni- 
versity law, and to the satisfaction of the Veterinary 
Faculty, the Senate, and the University Council, are 
sound evidence of a scientific and practical education in 
veterinary science. 

As evidence of the status of the degrees of the Uni- 
versity of Melbourne in Medicine, there is the recogni- 
tion of these degrees by the General Medical Council 
(vide Appendix II.). As evidence of the value of the 
degree in Veterinary Science there is the fact that, of a 
very small number of foreign veterinary schools recog- 
nised by the United States Department of Agriculture 
as producing graduates eligible for appointment into 
the service of the U.S.A. Government, the University 
of Melbourne is one. 


In asking the Council to consider this application it 
may be pointed out that it is a matter of great import- 
ance to the Australian branch of the veterinary pro- 
fession that local graduates should have the official 
status which would result from recognition of their 
a by the Council of the Royal College of Veterinary 

urgeons. . 

This applies especially in matters of trade with for- 
eign countries. Such countries requiring veterinary 
certificates of the soundness of meat or other animal 
products from Australia, or with regard to the health of 
animals, do now accept the certificates of Australian 
veterinary graduates, but the value of these certificates 
in foreign countries cannot fail to be detrimentally 
affected by the fact that these certifying veterinary 
surgeons in one part of the Empire would not be recog- 
nised as, nor allowed to call themselves, veterinary 
surgeons, in the United Kingdom, and it is now more 
than ever necessary that undue restrictions in the way 
of British and Colonial Commerce should not be con- 
tinued or imposed. 

The recognition of Australian degrees in medicine by 
the General Medical Council makes the implied stigma 
of non-recognition of the Veterinary Science degree all 
the greater. 

For these reasons and because of my since conviction 
that the curriculum of, and training afforded by, the 
University Veterinary School, and the method of deter- 
mining the competence of candidates for the degree of 
Bachelor of Veterinary Science, provides suitable guar- 
antees of the competence of those who obtain the 
degree, I appeal to the Council with confidence that 
they will favourably consider this application.

Sir, 
I baye the honour to inform you that your letter of 
the 4th May last and the copy of the letter from the 
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Agent-General for Victoria which accompanied a son 
considered at a Meeting of the Council of the Royal 
College of Veterinary Surgeons held here on the 7th 
inst., and that I was instructed to make the following 
reply thereto :— 

The Council regret that the information supplied in 
the despatch from the Premier of Victoria which accom- 
panied the Agent-General’s letter does not lead them to 
think that the Veterinary Degree of the University of 
Melbourne is one which they ought to recognise in accord- 
ance with Section 13, Sub-section (3) of the Veterinary 
Surgeons Act, 1881. 

As stated in my letter of the 2ist July, 1909, the 
Council have always interpreted that portion of the Act 
to mean that they must “recognise” any veterinary 
diploma granted in any part of His Majesty s dominions 
out of the United Kingdom if they are satisfied that the 
diploma in question is as a guaranty of professional 
competence equal to the Membership diploma of the 
Royal College of Veterinary Surgeons. 

he value of the diploma granted by this College as a 
guaranty of professional knowledge and competence 
depends upon two things which are mutually comple- 
mentary, namely :— 

1. Every candidate for the diploma must for a speci- 
fied period attend prescribed courses of study at one of 
the veterinary schools in Great Britain or Ireland which 
are affilia to the Royal College of Veterinary 
_ Surgeons. 

2. E candidate must pass prefessional examina- 

tions which are conducted by a Board appointed by and 
under the supervision of this Council. 

In the opinion of the Council tt is especially in respect 
of the second of these that the veterinary degree of the 

niversity of Melbourne fails to afford a guaranty of 

fessional competence equal to that of the diploma of 
the Royal College of Veterinary Surgeons. The exam- 
ining rd appointed by this College comprises twenty- 
two members, all of whom are appointed because of 
their recognised eminence in the particular subject on 
which they have to examine, and, in accordance with an 
express provision of the Charter from which the College 
derives its powers to examine students and grant 
diplomas (original Charter of 1844), the professors in the 
several affiliated colleges are debarred from taking any 
part in the examination of their own students. It ought 
to be added that during the last twenty years the 
Board has always comprised two examiners (both 
professional experts) for each subject of the curriculum. 

rom its constitution therefore, the Board affords a 
guaranty that the candidates for the diploma will in 
each subject be examined by two experts who are free from 
the interest or bias which is likely to have an influence 
when a teacher is asked to judge of the competence of his 
own students. 

The constitution of the Board which examines candi- 
dates for the veterinary degree of the Melbourne 
University is, however, very different from this, and in 
the opinion of 7 Council open to .very serious 
objection. Jn the Premier's letter of the 11th March 
last it is stated that the Examiners “are the whole body 
of teachers sitting as a Board” and, as there is only one 
teacher for each subject, and the teacher in one subject 
cannot be regarded as competent to examine in any other 
(e.g., the Professor of Chemistry to examine in Veter. 
nary Pathology), it follows that the sole judge of a candi- 

’s competence in any subject is the single Professor 
who has instructed hum in that subject. 

In other words the system of examination is the very 
one which is expressly forbidden in the Charter of the 
Royal College of Veterinary Surgeons, and which it 
would not be lawful for the Council to sanction in the 


case of veterinary students who receive their education 
in Great Britain or Ireland.—I am, etc.,

SPECIMENS AND CASES. 


{ Mr. Ancwin said he had two cases which he thought 
were of interest, because they had followed on one 
another and were on one and the same farm where they 
had had several cases of joint-ill. These two cases were 
very closely related and yet of a different nature. The 
first case was that of a very valuable brood mare which 
was turned out with some others, and was severely 
kicked over the region of the hip. Nothing much was 
thought of the injury until about a fortnight afterwards, 
when the limb began to swell, and the mare became 
very lame, so lame in fact that he said there must be a 
fracture either of the pelvis, the yon or the head of 
the femur, and the only advice he could give was to put 
her into slings immediately. This was done, but the 
mare continued to swell badly until one quaater was 
twice the size of the other. His advice then was to open 
up every part that looked like a point. The owner was 
very anxious about the mare, and would have nothing 
done without a consultation, to which he (Mr. Angwin) 
naturally . He had two gentlemen over to see 
the mare, and they both deduced a fracture of the hip. 
He, himself, was inclined to think there was no fracture 
there, although he was inclined to think the mare 
might have got a pelvic fracture. Both objected to the 
knife being used, and the mare eventually died ef sep- 
ticemia. The owner saw the.post-mortem made, and 
there was no fracture to be found of any of the bones, 
although there was a little darkening of the internal 
cartilage of the hip joint. But there were huge pockets 
of suppurating matter in between the muscles of the 
whole quarter, and immediately these were opened the 
fluid poured out. He was of opinion that if during the 
life of the mare, or before her temperature rose to the 
height it did later, he had lanced or opened those 
points, there would have been a good chance of saving 
e mare. 
The other case was on the same farm, and concerned 
a very valuable stallion which broke through the fences 
fences and got out with some brood mares. Before they 
could get him back he received a most fearful kick from 
one of the mares. They hobbled him back to the orchard 
where he had been kept, and the next day the lameness 
had disappeared. There was a little cut below the 
elbow joint, but this was dressed, and they theught no 
more of. A few days later they were leading some 
mares past the orchard and the stallion gallo up 
and down the orchard, with the result that the next 
day he was so fearfully lame that he could not move. 
He got him to a loose box and probed the wound, and 
found an impacted fracture of the head of the radius. 
The joint was not open but ong | near it. He removed 
several pieces of bone, and the limb went on remark- 
ably well until, four days afterwards, the limb began to 
swell up in the same way as it had in the case of the 
mare. He applied hot fomentations, and lanced it in 
three places where they could feel a pocket of pus. He 
simply put the knife into every place, passed the probes 
down to get a good drainage, and washed the whole 
thing out perfectly clean afterwards. This went on for 
a fortnight, until the animal could walk fairly well. 
Two days later he was called to see it again, and the 
pocket on the inside of the elbow was again filled up 
with the watery fluid, but with regard to this latter 
trouble his opinion was that he had been rather over- 
doing the treatment. He had since opened it up again, 
and had prohibited the use of all this syringing, and so 
far the animal was improving fast. He was rather of 
opinion that the fracture he discovered in the first 
ace extended right through to the head ‘of the radius. 
He thought the infection of this colt’s legs was the same 
infection the mare had had, because it was very rare to 
get such tremendous swelling with such little pain

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THE TRIBUNALS AND VETERINARY 
SURGEONS. 


The following is a reprint of a circular issued by the 
Board of Agriculture to their pepenestives before 
Local and Ap Tribunals in England and Wales. 
This may be of considerable assistance to those veter- 
inary surgeons and veterinary students who are appeal- 
ing for exemption. 


Sir,—I am directed by the President of the Board of 
Agriculture and Fisheries to inform you to that he has 
had under consideration the effect upon the agricultural 
interests, both at the present time, and in the future, 
arising from the call made upon the Veterinary Pro- 
fession for service with the Forces, either in a pro- 
fessional or otherwise. 

Lord Selborne understands that a very substantial 

roportion—probably about one-half—of the qualified 

eterinary Surgeons engaged in private practice in 
Great Britain have joined the Army Veterinary Co 
or have undertaken professional work on behalf of the 
Military Authorities. A dearth of Veterinary Surgeons 
in country districts has accordingly arisen, the ill-effects 
of which are already apparent. 

If practising Veterinary Surgeons were now to be 
taken in a considerable number for the performance of 
ordinary military duties the result would be very preju- 
dicial to agricultural interests, and Lord Selborne con- 
siders that it is of importance that Tribunals should 
have this in mind in considering applications for ex- 
emptions from military service put forward by prac- 
tising members of the Veterinary Profession. 

I am accordingly to ask you to take such action as 
be es necessary to secure that the attention of the 
Tribunal shall be drawn specially to this aspect of the 
matter when considering such an application. The fol- 
lowing points could be usefully brought out by ques- 
tions to the applicant, viz., the appreximate are covered 
by the applicant’s practice; the number of qualified 
Veteslonas Surgeons available in normal times in or in 
the immediate neighbourhood of such area, say, 
within 15 miles of the applicant’s residence—the num- 
ber now available ; the character of the practice ; with 
special reference to the number of farmers amongst his 
regular clients, and how their requirements could be 
su a in his absence. 

i the applicant is acting for a fellow practitioner 
who is absent on military duty that fact should be 
brought to the notice of the Tribunal. 

It is also to be noted that a number of such Veter- 
inary Surgeons are employed by the Board and by the 
Local Authorities in connection with the control of con- 
tagious diseases amongst animals. This business must 
be rded as work of national <n eee and the 
fact that an applicant is so employed should, in Lord 
Selborne’s opinion, greatly strengthen his claim for 
exemption. 

As regards the future, it is apparent that unless the 
supply of students at Veterinary Colleges can be main- 
tained during the war, qualified Veterinary Surgeons 
will not be available in sufficient numbers to replace 
the wastage of the Profession, and the ill-effects arising 
will be felt not os by agriculturists but also in con- 
nection with the filling of public appointments and the 
carrying on Veterinary Research Work. Already nearly 
the whole of the Veterinary students who were of 
military and physically fit have, Lord Selborne 
waileaiintn, abandoned their studies in order to join 
the army, and the lowering of the minimum age for 
owas a from 19 to 18 years will, it is antici- 
pated, have the effect cf taking away from the Colleges 


nearly the whole of the remaining students, except a 
small number who are left in their third or fourth years 
of study. Moreover, it appears certain that no more 
than a negligible number of students can now be ex- 
pected to enter the Colleges in view of the liability to 
military service on reaching the age of eighteen. 

It appears to Lord Selborne that it would be contrary 
to the national interests, and more particularly to those 
of agriculture, that the education of Veterinary students 
should be entirely suspended during the continuance of 
the war. If, therefore, the Tribunal should have before 
them an application for the exemption of a bona /fide 
Veterinary student Lord Selborne would be obliged if 
you will bring the above-mentioned considerations to 
the notice of the Tribunal and urge that an exemption 
should be granted for such period as the professional 
education of the applicant continues. 

In the event of the decision of a Local Tribunal not 
being in harmony with the views put forward in this 
letter, representatives before such Tribunals should be 
be careful to see that the applicant is aware of his right 
to appeal te the Appeal Tribunal within three days of 
the decision of the Ton Tribunal.

The cost of Foot-and-mouth. 


According to a report by the Bureau of Animal In- 
dustry in the United 15th October, 1914, 
and Ist November, 1915 (when the disease was believed 
to be confined to one State, and practically under 
control), the suppression of the disease cost the lives of 
168,158 animals, valued approximately at £1,136,000. 
The disease, which spread to twenty States, was present 
in the country from the end of August, 1914, until 
October following, before it was officially recognised as 
foot-and-mouth.
